Aviation 

The acrial warfare over England 
continued with a bang. The Ger- 
man flying losses were considerably 
heavier than the British, for a rea- 
son. The Germans were taking the 
offensive, and had to encounter anti- 
nireraft fire, as well as the defend- 
ing British planes, But the German 
alr supremacy was something like 
3 to 1, and Alc Marshal Goering 
was reckoning on a certain given 
expenditure of men and machines 
to achieve certain given results, 
“The German pilots were very 
young, sormie of them 15 or 18 years 
old, actually. They dive-bombed 
and fought lke madmen, fanatical, 
furlous, The royal air force pilots 
were a different type: older, more 
experienced, many of them soldiers 
of fortune, or old-time professionals. 
A high percentage were Irish, Cana- 
Wan, or American-—types that make 
better Oyers than the native Ing- 
lish, said the military mien. 

The Germans had two disadvan- 
tages, The British’? regulars were 
far better, man for man, than the 
German kids, And the British 
planes were far better, ship for ship, 
than the German crates, The Ger- 
man aircraft were slapped together 
by mass production, and at any giv- 
en time, about 60 per cent of them

structed, sent only 25 per cent to
